Every school board in the country has been aware 
of the necessity and desirability of adjusting school 
teachers' wag es The school teachers have been the 
beneficiaries of one of the few .spontaneous move­ 
ments In behalf of an. economic g roup. 
But they should recog nize that nothing will alien­ 
ate public sy mpathy like strikes. The strike in Buf­ 
falo this week und the strikes that have proceeded 
it in other places are the worst thing that could hap­ 
pen to the members of the teaching profession. 
Mast of them are proud of their status as profes­ 
sional servants of the public They have been proud to 
call themst lvcs teachers because in the United 8 tates 
teachers alway s have been looked up to as community 
leaders. There were, in short, many thing s more im­ 
portant to them than wag e rates. 
If nothing seems more important to them now 
than wag e rates, they must lose some of the other 
thing s they have valued more hig hly than they may 
realize until it is too lute to salvag e them from the 
national preoccupation with wag e rates at the ex ­ 
pense of every thing else.

Rea dy Fo r A New Plug 
So many loopholes have bern found in the laws 
to restrain financial skuldug g ery In politics that the 
time may be ripe for some new laws, on the premise 
it takes politicians a few y ears to find out how to dis­ 
obey them. 
Tills Is apparently the reasoning behind a move 
in Cong ress to rbpeal the Corrupt Practices Act and 
the Hatch Act and to substitute for them a new set 
of restrictions on political corruption. The spirit of 
both laws has been violated 
6 0 often they have been 
useless. 
They have Been, in x act, worse than useless because 
they deceived the public into believing It Was pro­ 
tected when It wasn’t. Virtually every thing supposed 
to be forbidden In politics ran be done by persons and 
org anizations which know the ropes. 
The C. I. O., which is forbidden ns a trade union 
to contribute to a campaig n fund, can org anize a P. 
A C. and contribute throug h it. Corporations, for­ 
bidden to contribute to campaig n funds, can buy spare 
In souv nir prog rams and tickets to $100-a-plate ban­ 
q uets Political parties, forbidden to receive or spend 
more than $3,000,000 a y ear, can divide and subdivide, 
to receive many times that much. No person can g ive 
more than $5,000 a y ear in any political campaig n, 
but hi« wife, brothers, sisters, aunts, uncles, cousins 
and drinking companions ran g ive $5.000 too 
All the loopholes never can be plug g ed up. but ltV 
a g ood idea every few y ears to put in some new plug s, 
to keep the loophole-users g uessing . 


Alwa y s A Po ssibility 
President Murray ’s willing ness in behalf of C I O 
to talk over union-labor consolidation with A F L 
does not shorten the odds ag ainst that remote possi­ 
bility . 
Mr Murray makes it plain that he is interested 
chiefly in forming a united front to fig ht anti-labor 
leg islation, un Interesting pa« ltloo in view of the fact 
it is his industrial unions and their practices which 
have g enerated most « if the feeling that reform of 
labor laws Is overdue. Necessity may be the mother of 
labor-union consolidation, but. it Is difficult to believe 
the accounchement is imminent. Talking over consol­ 
idation and doing it are not the same thing . 
The reason continues to be the same one that has 
held reunion of the several parts of the union-labor 
minority apart for many y ears. The leaders of the var­ 
ious unions still can see g reater possibilities in being 
divided than they can see in being tog ether 
There 
alway s is a possibility that circumstances mig ht bring 
them tog ether, and there is even a possibility they 
mig ht stay tog ether. But in all probability they will 
stay apirt, because of mutual dislikes, Jealousies nnd 
dissimilar interests. 
Until Cong ress disposes of the 
q uestion of labor reform, there will be g estures toward 
consolidation. But once that has ceased to be a reason 
to nmke g estures, if C. I. O . A. F L. and the railway 
brotherhoods do not g o their separate w*ay s. It will be 
the surprise of the decade.
